“SECTION 5. That any person, nmi 
or corporation, violating any of the 
pr(.ivisions of this Ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be pun¬ 
ishable by a line not exceeding ?50.00 
or by imprisonment for a period not 
to e.xceed thirty days.” 

SECTION 4. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the adoption of this Ordi¬ 
nance and shall cause the same to be 
published once in the “Sierra Madre 
News,” a weekly newspaper, published 
and circulated in the City of Sierra 
.Madre, and hereby designated for that 
purpose, and from and after 30 days 
from such publication the same shall 
take effect and be in force. 

The forgoing Ordinance was intro¬ 
duced at a regular meeting of the 
Board of Trustees, held on the 0th day 
of November, 1916, and was adopted 
at an adjourned meeting of said Board, 
held on the 24th day of November, 
1911), by the aflirmative vote of at least 
three trustees, to-wit:

■An Interesting cotupaiTsou may be 
made of the C'hristnms dinners former¬ 
ly served In England ami In this coun¬ 
try with those of today, albeit the lat¬ 
ter are by no means scanty. 

The forl>ears of miHlern Englishmen 
must have possessed magnitlcent ap^ 
petltes. Their hospitality was con¬ 
ducted on a scale that would make the 
housekeeper of tiiday shudder. The 
meal with which they commenced 
their Christmas day, a mere apiietlzer 
to them, was ample enough to rob the 
modern gourmet of all zest for footl 
for several days. The .sideboard of the 
old English mansion groaned under Its 
leviathan round of beef. Its corpulent 
pork pte. the Yorkshire ham. the brawn 
and chine, while on the table U.-^elf 
deviled turkeys' legs. hiHiiemade sau¬ 
sages. cutlets and kidneys sent up a 
mingled and grateful Incense from an 
environment of piles of hot buttered 
toast, new laid eggs, honey and fru- 
menfl. 

But this repast, substantial as It was, 
was trifling ns compared with the din¬ 
ner—the real dinner—that followed not 
many hours after. The feast was her¬ 
alded by the bo.ar's head, preceded by 
servitors who blew resounding flour¬ 
ishes on their trumpets. The boar's 
head Itself was carried, sometimes on 
a dish of gold or silver. Into the ban¬ 
queting hall at the head of a stately 
procession of gtiests. 

Then came the ivacock. which was 
•erred even more sumptuously than the 
boar’s head, with Its garnishing of rose¬ 
mary and bays and Its tusks orna¬ 
mented with large apples. This Is how 
they used to prepare the peacock for 
the feast: When It had been roasted and 
dressed with a stulting of swi-tq herbs 
and spices and hasted with the yolks 
of eggs It was sewed Into Its feathers. 
Its l>eak was gilded, and It was home 
to the dining hall by dames of high de¬ 
gree. aceonuxmied by the strains of 
minstrelsy. 

Other features of the old time Christ¬ 
mas dinner Included gej'so. turkeys, 
capons, pheasants, sirloins of l)eef and 
haunches of venison. That these were 
washed down with gallons of ale and 
wine goes without saying. Indeed, an¬ 
other story might be written of the 
liquid element of the old F.ugllsb din¬ 
ners —Elarper'a Weekly.

VERY year tke UtUe green bay- 
berry candles are sent as lack 
bringing gifts to an even 
greater extent than during 
tbe past few holiday aeaaons. The rea 
sou for this la that the people who re¬ 
ceived them the past year or two—and 
who did not?—thought that they really 
did seem to bring them good fortune; 
hence this Increasingly rapid growth of 
tbe caudle’s popularity as a substitute 
for the conventional Christmas card 
or as constituting In Itself an unpre- 
! tentlous little gift symbolizing every 
j good wish. 

I But. while a great many people both 
, send and receive bayberry caudles aa 
I gifts, there are but few who know 
I whence they come or why the luck an 
perstlUon Is inseparable from them. 

Tbe caudles, or “dips,” as they were 
first called, are the product of a re¬ 
vived Industry started a few years ago 
In the old Massachusetts towns of Deer¬ 
field and Illngham and In the kitchens 
of the Cape Cod people, all of them 
using the old pewter or tin molds that 
have descended In the families from 
colonial times. Old southern vlUages 
have not as yet realized the opportuni¬ 
ty offered Its women in this revived In- 
dnstry, although tbe bayberry candlea 
were made by the early settlers In all 
the coast coloule.s where the berrlea 
grew, never being found Inland. 

As to the origin of tbe good luck 
Idea, we seek It In vain among colonial 
chronicles as applied to the caudle 
Itself. Yet from times far earlier tbe 
bay tree and the laurel were consider¬ 
ed sacred to good fortune, and It Is

The bay la a ai)ecle8 of laurel, aud aa 
poets mid victors were crowned with 
the laurel or the hay, wishing them long 
life aud hupplness, so U the same wish 
conveyed In the t)e8towal of a candle 
made of the waxen l>errle8 borne by 
the sacred tree. 

Bayberry dips are also made as well 
as the molded candlea. These dtps are 
smaller and less even in shape and | 
show us how candles were made by re- 
I)eaiedly dipping the wloka In the melt- 
isl wax of the bayl)errles and drying 
each layer till the dip was of proper 
size. That was before molds were In- 
tro<luoe<l. early In the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury. 

To accomiwny a bayberry candle one 
should send In tbe little box In which 
it Is daintily wrapi)ed a card on which 
Is printed, In red and green lettering, 
tbe legend; 

ON CHRISTMAS KVK. 

A bayberry candle burnt to the sooket 
Brliigg luck to tbe houae, 

Food to the larder 
And gold to the pocket. 

When these cards are not to be found 
the luck time may be written on the 
back of one’s vtslUng card aud wrap¬ 
ped with a candle, but In that case It 
must not be forgotten that the In- 
closure of writing necessitates extra 
postage. 

Their color, a soft olive green, blends 
beautifully with other Christmas 
decorations, and they burn with a 
steady flame, emitting a delightfully 
pungent fragrance, and they are coa- 
BUiued evenly all around without mak¬ 
ing unsightly gutters or ridges of wax 
down the sides ss ordinary candlea da 
From New England comes the tradi¬ 
tion that If lovers separated by dlt- 
tance ouch llghta a bayberry candle In 
buuor of the other at the same hour 
the aroma or ini'ense arising from the 
burning wick will drift In the direc¬ 
tion of the absent one; hence the 
cRDdlcs make a strong api>eal to young 
people of romantic temperament 
A caudle must be presented to you, 
not iMiught by yourself, lu order to In¬ 
sure good luck, and you must not light 
your own; that must be done for you | 
by some other person, not necessarily 
tbe donor. 

Christmas eve Is the time for bum- 
ing, either at dinner or later, and to 
follow out the old Idea of the lanrels 
and the bays to the victor a candle 
should surely be bestowed on the rela¬ 
tive or friend who has recently 
achieved some success or won a dl» 
tlnctlon.—Philadelphia Press.

WITH SCISSORS AND PASTE 

ONE-CENT LETTER POSTAGE 

The ways are now being greased for the launching ot 
the movement for the readjustment ol postal rates in the 
next session of Congress. This problem was to have been 
taken up in the last session, but had to be deterred on ac¬ 
count of the consideration required by railway mail pay. 
Since this has been disposed of the committees are prepaied 
to take up the matter of placing the various postal rates on 
a more equitable basis. 

A zone system of rates for second class matter is being 
prominently urged to take the place of the present flat rate 
which was adopted nearly forty yeais ago. The present 
rate has for some time been regained as a discrimination 
against the newspapers in favor of the great national maga¬ 
zines. Like the paicel post, the proposed zone rates would 
be based on the length of the haul. 

The postal committees have been besieged by petitions 
bearing millions of names and several hundred thousand let¬ 
ters from individuals urging a readjustment of postal rates 
with a view of making possible one-cent letter postage. A 
survey of the situation indicates that sufficient changes will 
be made in the various rates to permit the granting of a 1 
cent rate on local delivery letters in the next session of Con¬ 
gress. 

Second Class Matter 

Chairman Moon of the House Postal Committee, said: 
“I think that the Committee will take up this second-class 
mail matter at the next session and press it to a conclusion 
at once. While I cannot speak for the Committee, this is 
my desire in the matter. I do not know what kind of a bill 
we will pass, whether it will have a zone feature attached or 
or not. This view has been presented frequently in past 
years, and sometimes received favor and sometimes not. 
As to what shape the legislation will be in I am not able to 
say, but 1 am sure the Committee will give it the best possi¬ 
ble shape in the public interest.” 

Congressman Dill of Washington, said; “Such legisla¬ 
tion would be specially valuable to local merchants in de¬ 
veloping new business. The country is growing more pros¬ 
perous each day and a cheaper drop letter postage would, in 
my opinion, aid in making it more prosperous than it has 
ever been.” 

Cheap for the Magazines 

Congressman McArthur, of Oregon, takes the stand 
that “the cost of transporting a letter should have some¬ 
thing to do with the postage rate, and there is no valid rea¬ 
son why more than one cent should be charged for Ijcal de¬ 
liveries. If my bill becomes a law, it will have a great tend¬ 
ency to stimulate business.” 

Congressman Humphrey, of Washington, said; “I can¬ 
not believe that it is fair or just that all the people should l)e 
taxed for the benefit of the magazine publishers of the coun¬ 
try. That is exactly what is doing under the present .system 
of two-cent postage. Every person who places a two-cent 
stamp on a letter is taxed one cent for the benefit of the 
magazines.” 

Randall Bill Popular 

Congressman Randall, of California, a memter of the 
postal committee and author of the zone rate bill for second 
class matter, says that his bill is designed to remove several 
gross evils or abuses from which the American people suf¬ 
fer in the administration of the postal affairs of the country. 

“The time has come,” said Mr. Randall, “when the post¬ 
al service must be put on a business basis. Discriminations 
against the man who buys the two-cent stamp, and against 
the publishers of the newspaper in the local field must cease. 
The postal rate of 1 cent per pound which is granted as a 
virtual subsidy to the national papers of the magazine class 
has resulted in fabulous fortunes for private interests, and to 
which the postal department is giving a plain contribution of 
more than eighty million dollars annually.” 


A BARBAROUS PASTIME 

The Riverside Enterprise joins the ranks of the news¬ 
papers that see early demise of the automobile racing game. 
It says: 

“What good is accomplished by automobile races, any¬ 
way ? It all simmers down to a test as to whether a machine 
will continue to run to the end of the race without breaking 
down and possibly killing its driver and a number of specta¬ 
tors. It is a barbai'ous pastime that will dissappeai’ more 
rapidly than prize fights and horse race gambling.” 


TRIUMPH INEVITABLE 

Hemet News:—Amendments Nos. 1 and 2, lx)th relating 
to the liquor traffic, were defeated, but by a much narrower 
margin than two years ago. It is plainly evident that the 
question will come before the voters again in 1918, and that 
the reign of Alcohol in California is foredoomed. The posU 
ponement may be two years or four or six years, but triumph 
for the temperance forces is as inevitable as the grind of the 
mills of the gods. 

The temperance people can profit by the lesson of 1916. 
They will probably find that it is fruitless to divide and seg¬ 
regate the issue. The people are ready for a straight pro¬ 
hibition amendment, without sop to the grape growers or to 
any other interest. If the traffic is to be killed let the axe be 
applied to the neck since it is fruitless to attempt a lingering 
illness by cutting off an arm or a leg. 


CHANCE FOR PRIZE COMPETITION 
The Los Angeles Graphic:—One of the local papers 
noted that a leading lady in the east had stated that she 
spent very little time in dressing each day, and following up 
the efficiency idea, sent a representative out and about in 
Los Angeles to interview society women on the subject. A 
numljer of them with great reluctance consented with photo 
and diagnuns to tell an anxious world how many minutes 
and seconds they consumed in their daily decoration. One 
lady had got her system down to a fine point. Including hei' 
bath she^ only takes eleven minutes to be ready to walk out.

I am assured that nowadays it is simply not being done, that 
in the most e.\clusive circles the daily tub has long been 
abandoned as bourgeois in the extreme, and that once a week 
on Saturday night, is the correct thing.

“BONE DRY 

One of the most significant 
things of the day is the tendency 
of states not only to prohibit the 
manufacture and sale of liquor, 
but the importation of it. Ari¬ 
zona, Idaho, and Oregon have ai>- 
proved “bone dry” laws. Yaroius 
.southern states are tending in 
that direction, having already 
limited the amount of liquor that 
may be impoited for iier.sonal 
u.se.

In Arizona, the bone dry 
amendment passed twice the ma¬ 
jority originally given prohibi¬ 
tion. 

In Idaho iieople approved the 
principle by three to one. In 
Oregon leaders and daily papers 
that fought for prohibition held 
back on the bone dry proposition 
and only the party prohibition¬ 
ists seem to have fought for it 
vigorously, but it went through. 

The people are sick of Alcohol.
